The Germans realize, the statement 
says, "that within a short time our 
armies will form the principal body 
of fresh strategic reserves remaining 
available on the battle fields of Europe 
which constitute the reserve of vic- 
tory! 


Italy is Holding Well. 


The review points out that the fight- 
ing morale of Italy may 
be 
relied 
upon no matter how 
Intensive 
the 
fighting 
becomes and says: 


"The Italian theatre once again.. iA 
the scene of important military activ- 
ity. 
The enemy, impatient of the de- 
lays which have occurred in bringing 
about the successful penetration of 
the Italian plain and the overthrow 
of the Italian army, has dispatched 
further forces to the Italian front with 
a view to achieving a decisive result. 


"The Germans are endeavoring to 
follow the precepts of classic strategy 
and by a successful enveloping move- 
ment effect the destruction 
of 
the 
Italian and allied forces. 


"It would appear that they are anx- 
ious to conclude their Italian adven- 
ture in a manner similar to the pre- 
vious campaigns in Russia. Servia and 
Rumania where as a result of 
the 
Btrateiric envelopments sained at rela- 
tive small cost, vast tracts of terri- 
tory were conquered.

DAY'S WAR SUMMARY. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Checked in their attempt to drive 
through to the Italian plains east of the 
Brenta by the brilliant feat of the Ital- 
ians last week in recapturing the Aso- 
Ifta« heights, the Teutons have now 
•Wiiebed their attacks to the Brenta's 
• W l bank. 
Striking suddenly yester- 
•ay in this quarter they pushed into 
the Italian lines on the Aslago plateau 
In the vicinity of 
Buzo, where 
the 
Frenzela valley affords a route to the 
Brenta valley. 
Had they succeeded in 
driving southeast down the Frenzela 
vralley to the 
Brenta at 
Valetagna, 
three miles distant, where the valleys 
merge, the Italian line on both sides of 
Ihe Brenta would,-have been in serious 
straits. 
The Rome war office, how- 
ever, reports the enemy checked at the 
ttalian rear positions, whence a coun- 
ter-attack was launched.

Immense Crowds of Ex-Prisoners of Wac 
Flock to Petrograd and Give 
Rise to Suspicions* 


BOLSHEVi SEEKS PEAGE WimmaUUNE 


London, 
Dec. 24.—Petrograd 
dis- 
patches report that attempts are being 
made by the Bolshevik! commissaries 
to negotiate with the Ukrainians for a 
settlement of the differences which 
have arisen and it is also reported that 
the authorities of the new Ukrainian 
government are ready to accept pro- 
posals looking toward a peaceful ar- 
rangement. 


The movement for harmony is at- 
tributed by the correspondent of the 
Times to the fact that the growing 
dangers of the situation are being i-ec- 
ognized to an increasingf__exÇ^j[>t.JUf the 
Bolshevlki." 


For the same reason, he says, they 
are believed to be inclined to modify 
their attitude of hostility toward the 
constituent assembly which is likely 
to meet within a week. 


Concurrently with these statements 
appear numerous further reports of 
military activity on the part of the 
Ukrainians and Cossacks and of the 
sending 
of 
more 
Bolsheviki 
troops 
southward to oppose the Ukrainians. 
There are disconnected rumors of fur- 
ther fighting but apparently there have 
been no hostilities on a large scale or 
of such a nature as to indicate import- 
ant developments. 


Many news dispatches from Petro- 
grad speak of the supposed impending 
arrival of the Germans there, which is 
said to be the universal topic of dis- 
cussion in the city, but everyone seems 
to have a different version. 


Many of these stories center around 
the reported concentration near the 
capital of a large force of released Ger- 
man war prisoners, to whom arms are 
being handed over, according to some 
of the reports. 


Referring to these rumors the Petro- 
grad corresponldent of the Post says 
that unquestionably thousands of Ger- 
man war prisoners are 
flocking 
to- 
wards Petrograd from all parts 
of 
Russia, but ho believes that at present 
a more important phase of the situa- 
tion is the active and thorough manner 
in which the Gei-mans have been push- 
ing trade with Russia since the frontier 
was opened. He reports they are mak- 
ing the most of a commercial opportu- 
nity such as the world has never seen 
before, inasmuch as Russian Industries 
are nearly dead and the Germans have 
no competition.

GREAT VICTORY 


Amsterdam. Dec. 24.—Emperor "Wil- 
liam visited the front north of Verdun 
on Friday, according to a Berlin dis- 
patch and in an address to the troops 
thanked them warmly for their efforts. 


"But for the calm and heroic war- 
rior on ihe western front," he said, 
"the enormous deployment of German 
forces in the east and In Italy never 
would have been possible. The fighter 
in the west has exposed heroically his 
body so that his brothers on the Dvina 
and the Isonzo might storm from vic- 
tory to victory.

HEED THE FOOD RULES. 


We note some increase of intensity in the 
food conservation campaign. 
This seems to 
apply at once to the trade in foodstuffs and 
the consumers of foodstuffs, and indicates a 
less ready acquiescence in and practice of the 
federal regulations than is desirable and 
necessary. 


This is a big country. It is a wealthy coun- 
try. 
It is accustomed to abundance. 
It is 
notoriously given to extravagance and waste. 
It is used to having what it wants and so 
much as it wants. 
Bringing such a people 
down to a basis of prudence and conservation 
in use of food is not an easy task nor one 
that can be discharged off-hand by mere 
dictum of authority. The process of education 
is essential to complete attainment of the ob- 
ject. But it must be done and the educational 
process has been going on long enough to im- 
press the people how necessary it is to the 
nation ".s success in the war that they conserve 
all food and make definite saving in some of it. 
Progress has been substantial, but must go 
farther and the sooner the people realize and 
appreciate that fact the better off their coun 
try will be, the better off they will be. 


It has been undertaken to establish the 
necessary food conservation without accom- 
paniment of the rigors of a complete system 
of rationing. We have and shall continue to 
llave an abundance of most foods—nourish- 
ing and palatable foods from the use of which 
none will suffer. Wheat, animal fats, fresh 
meat and sugar are the foodstuffs in the use 
of which the people have been asked to ex- 
ercise economy at all times and to save in 
some definite proportion for export. 
These 
things have not been forbidden. There is en- 
.tire freedom to use them in large part. Two 
meatless days a week, for instance, do not im 
pose hardship or real self-denial upon any one. 
Three pounds of sugar per capita each month 
give a very generous allowance. The conserva- 
tion of wheat has been developed in such wise 
as that it may be doubted if any one actually 
misses the quantity of white bread that has 
been given up. Splendid vegetable substitutes 
for animal fats make that conservation almost 
^unnoticeable. 
We have suffered none, will 
suffer none, from the kind of conservation that 
las been planned for us. It is easy to prac 
Fiice, healthful to pursue and it will answer the 
purpose abundantly if the people all over the 
land give their ready, steadfast and conscien- 
tious co-operation. 


If the people be heedless, to some extent 
ley will be feedless. The necessity to estab- 
lish a program of rationing will follow any 
failure to effect the essential conservation of 
those foodstuffs upon which the nation s 
strength .in the war so largely must depend. 
The food:rules are reasonable, free from com- 
plexities and not at all difficult to keep. No 
one will ¡suffer any harmful deprivation from 
the keeping of them. Every living head in the 
land can have an abundance to eat throughout 
the war" if we keep food production up to 
what it can readily be made and practice tlie 
economies and avoid the wastes that common 
sense dictates, the while saving to the extent 
.^ovemmént finds necessary in those foodstuffs 
I for which our allies in Europe must depend 
¡ lipón America. 
Rationing will come only if 
hthe people make it necessary. 


The whble spirit of the food administra- 
lon*8 program has been to have food, in 
ice, to prevent rapacities by the 
l^^rofiteers and to conserve the foodstuffs that 
|we must Bend abroad. Co-operation by all in 
It program will bring America through the 
wtUfed.

LEWIS AND HIS OÜN. 


Testifying before the senate committee Sat- 
urday, Colonel Lewis, inventor of the famous 
machine gun that bears his name, told his in- 
quisitors some things it is well to know. 


He offeredliis weapon—a weapon that Great 
Britain and France have used to great effect 
against the Germans—to the government at 
Washington without qualification and was 
snubbed for his pains. He also told :what is 
of more vital interest perhaps when he said 
the gun approved by the war department and 
now being manufactured never had been given 
a praeticai field test. The most that is known 
of it has been arsenal tests by its makers. The 
riew gun may be all that is claimed for it and 
more, but it would appear that the fact ou^ht 
to' be fully determined before chief reliance 
is placed in the weapon at the front. 


However the new gun may turn out, it is 
singular that the Lewis gun, with good repute ; 
won on European fields under stresses such ' 
^ as human weapons never before had to with- 
stand, should have been rejected curtly and 
flatly, and this, too, at a time when the coun- 
try was arming and had no arms. Later, when 
much time had been lost—^months, in fact— 
tjie war department engaged Lewis' gun. 
Prior to that the navy department had or- 
dered thousands of them and got its supplies 
before the army began to have any notion of 
•what machine weapons it would have, if any. 


The country has no interest in weapons save 
that they shall be good weapons, supplied in 
abundance and chosen without scandal. If the 
Lewis gun had served Great Britain well it 
could serve America equally well. 
That it 
will be a long time before the American armies 
in France are amply supplied with machine 
guns appears to be one of the earliest and most 
impressive conclusions to come out of the in- 
quiry so far as it has gone. 


The inquiry into the affairs of the ordnance 
bureau has come none too soon. It has done 
much and the people may have no occasion to 
quarrel with its performances. 
But it has 
needed looking into and it has needed the spur 
that this inquiry will give it.

Gold and Silver Wanted. 


The Frankfurter Zeitung (Oct. 9.) 
after observing that the gold asked for 
from private individuals in the shape 
of peronal ornaments, etc., has not 
come in in sufficient quantities, ob- 
serves that even if it did (and it Is 
hoped that people will wake up and 
respond practically to this call of The 
Fatherland) all the gold so contributed 
would still represent but a tithe of the 
precious metal needed, as it only exists 
in the possession of a small class of the 
well to do. 


"It is, however, quite another mat- 
ter in the case of silver. People of all 
classes possess silver ornaments, tea 
servlcs, and other object, and these 
can be converted into silver coinage 
which at the present time would prove 
eminently useful for payments abroad. 
For the purpose of keeping up and 
s^engthening our foreign exchange in 
neutral countries, the Imperial bank 
has been compelled of late to send con- 
siderable quantities of gold abroad. A 
good inbux of sliver would repair the 
deficit at least in part and prevent the 
necessity of drawing further upon our 
gold reserve, the keeping up of which 
has bcome the measure of our eco- 
nomic strength and capacity to hold 
out financially till the ^nd of the war. 
Even though sliver has not the same 
value as gold as a means of interna- 
tional payment, yet the fact of its go- 
ing up at the present moment so con- 
siderably 
in price that 
today 
it 
is 
th more than at any time during 
last 25 years, proves the great de- 
mand it now enjoys." 


Food Measures for the Winter. 


The Frankfurter Zeitung of October 
11 reports: 


"To improve the meat supply in the 
winter months a large quantity of 
smoked hams, forespars and salt pork 
from sucking pigs will be distributed. 
The distribution will be effected by a 
system of ordering in advance; the, 
purchaser 
will b allowed 
to 
order 
whichever kind of meat he prefers, and 
will thus be able, if he chooses, to ob- 
tain a while ham. which will of course 
be reckoned on the meat ticket. 


"Certain quantities of game are to 
be supplied for the chief consuming 
districts, especilaly large towns. 
The 
game will be collected 
at 
accepting 
offices in the various circles and sent 
to receiving bureaus, which will dis- 
tribute it to the dealers. 


"To meet the shortage of onions, 
for the present one-half 
pound 
the 
head will be distributed tlirough the 
grocers. 
The cultivation of carrots 
and winter onions is to be encouraged 
in order to provide a supply of car- 
rots till toward Christmas 
and 
of 
onion in the pring." 
Coal Shortage—Continuous Working 
Hours. 


The Münchner Neueste Nachrichten 
of October 5 writes: 


"At at meeting of the Centi*al As- 
sociation of Clerks at Munich on the 
4th of October, th following resolution 
was passed: 'This meeting agrees with 
the suggestion of the war office at 
Berlin that it is necessary to extend 
as far as possible the system of con- 
tinuous working time. 
The meeting 
further holds that ail places of public 
sale except those of food should be 
closed on four days a week at dusk—' 
i. e., at 5 o'clock." 
Dilution of Flour and Reduction of the 
Price of Bread. 


The Rheinsch-Wastfallsche Zeitung 
of October 5 publishes the following 
evidently official communique: 


"The estimate of this year's potato 
harvest wa^ consideraly aurpassed by 
the actual yield, so that potatoes be> 
came a real savior in need, but the re- 
Hul^ of the grain eptlmate, baaed upon 
a survey of the area und«r culttimtion 
and upon an Mtimata of th* 


grain; for this purpose potato flour is 
to be used. 
The stock of dried pota- 
toes is, however, inadequate, so that 
the dilution of flour can not become 
general before the 1st of February, 
1918. 
It is hoped that by that time 
sufficient potato flour will be available. 
For the present, therefore, there is no 
question of dilution. The milling per- 
centage of 94 is retined. and the pres- 
ent flour i-ation will be continued. 
Be- 
tween the 1st of November, 1917, and 
Ist of February. 1918, a supply of 
fresh potatoes will be given to the 
communes sufficient for a dilution of 
the flour ration of 300 grammes by 10 
per cent. 
Any commune which does 
not wish to dilute the flour may use 
the potatoes to Increase the ration by 
about 1 % pound per week." 


Shortoee of Fats and of Barley. 
The Rheinisch-Westfälische Zeitung, 
the organ of the Krupps, announces In 
Its issue of October 6: 


"The census of cattle promises a 
secure supply of meat, but the supply 
of fat will be difficult. It will be nec- 
essary to get rid of a very considerable 
number of pigs in order to utilize all 
possible foods for the population. 


"The freedom which has hitherto 
been left to dealings in barley will 
have to be diminished and the barley 
brought into the public stocks. 
As a 
consequence, there will have to be fur- 
ther limitations on the manufacture of 
beer." 


•Goats Meat as An Experiment. 


The socialist organ. Vorwärts, says 
(Oct. 6): 


"The municipality of Lichtenberg, 
in Greater Berlin, has. as an experi- 
ment, purchised 13.5 young goats, of a 
total living weight of 
59 
hundred- 
weights, at 1.400 and 1.50 (about 
35 
cents) marks per pound. The meat of 
the animals Is to be distributed among 
munition 
workers 
and 
the 
waste 
handed over to the municipal meat 
ships. 
Further purchases of goats in 
large quantities are contemplated."

Understanding that lack of conceal- 
ment is the best concealment this art- 
ist in super-espionage Is represented 
as doing his work not behind locked 
doors in his apartments but in the 
reference room of the New York pub- 
lic library, with his stenographer by 
his side and attendants bringing books 
to so distinguished a "student".

Unless Merkel has been grossly ma- 
ligned by government officials, his ar- 
rest suggests two widely different lines 
of inquiry:

I came to Dell Rapids to see Mrs. 
Chris White. 


She, I think, stands foremost of all 
the millions who helped Red 
Cross 
make this a merry Christmas for our 
soldier boys and sailors. 


This Is what she did: 
Raised sheep, sheared them, cleaned 
and carded the wool, made yarn, col- 
ored it to the Red Cross gray by care- 
fully mixing the wool 
and 
knitted 
socks, sweaters and helmet for her 
grandsons In the army and for other 
boys 
in 
cantonments 
and 
"over 
there." 


And Mrs. White is 70 years old. 
But being 70 means little in 
her 
life. 


"I was born 
in 
Denmark," Mrs. 
White explained, knitting needles fly- 
ing, "and came to South Dakota 46 
years ago. 1 lived through the pioneer 
life and God blessed me with a large 
family and a comfortable home 
In 
my oíd age. 


"What I did for the soldier boys 
isn't much. 
When 
I sheared 
the 
sheep, washed and combed the wool, 
spun the yarn and knit the socks I 
had no idea of anybody taking any 
notice of it. 
I simply did it for the 
soldiers. 
To me it seems very easy, 
because it is something 1 learned in 
childhood. 


"Up here, you know, 
we 
women 
can't run 
to the 
store 
every time 
we need a little yarn. 
And 
they 
charge too much for the yarn, much 
more than they ought to considering 
what they pay us for the wool we 
sell. 


"It takes me about a week, from 
the time I cut the wool off the sheep's 
back to the time when I have fin- 
ished a pair of socks. 
Of course I 
have my housework to take care of, 
and must take good care of my hus- 
band. 
My seven-room house is as 
neat and clean as the other homes." 


"Yes, 1 have some men In the army. 
One of my grandsons is 'over there' 
now lighting for our country, and sev- 
eral others are training already 
or 
expecting to be called. 


'-'I knitted sweaters and socks for 
them that are gone and will for those 
who are to go. 
And I knitted a lot 
for other boys, too, boys who haven't 
any grandmothers back home 'who can 
take the wool right off a sheep's back 
and turn it into warm things to wear. 


"This winter 1 will do more, for I 
won't have so much other work, like 
putting up fruits and vegetables and 
helping with the outside work. 
I'll 
have more spare time. 


"Yes, indeed. I'm

knit 
Christmas day. Just as soon as I get 
dinner dishes washed and put away. 
I think all of us women folks ought 
to use our spare time helping make 
things for' out* soldier boys.

$200,000,000 Needed to 
Make Approved Loans 


St. 
Paul, Mliin., Dec. 
24.—Unless 
congre.ss extend.s the 
c ieciit of 
the 
government 
to the amount of $200,- 
000,000 to the federal land bank.s the 
farnier.s of the country face abt=olute 
need, according to a statement issued 
today by E. G. Quamnie, federal man- 
ager of the land bank 
of 
St. Paul. 
Difficulty in dispo.sing of bonds bused 
on the farm mortgages has resulted hi 
a lack of money in the 
banks, Mr. 
Quamnie said, tsating that $1 00,000,- 
000 is needed at once to pay apjiroved 
loans and the other $100.000,0«0 
to 
provide a revolving fund to handle 
loans during the war. 
The St. Paul 
bank, which Mr. Quamme says does 
more active business than any of the 
other.s, has approved loans 
totalling 
$19,408,400 and is ready to approve 
other.s amounting to $2,542,100, 
but 
has no funds. 
The northwest, which 
is supplied through the local institu- 
tion. is especially likeley to suffer until 
remedial legislation is forthcoming, he 
predicts. 


WANT LiAW AMKNDKD. 


Washington, Dec. 24.—The federal 
farm loan board announced today that 
it advocates amendments to the farm 
loan act under which many 
private 
farm mortgage bankers may enter the 
government sy.stem as joint stock lantl 
banks. 
At the same time the board 
al.so gave warning that it expects in- 
terests seeking to break down the sys- 
tem to file a suit soon to test the con- 
stitutionality of the act. 


Amendments 
to 
the 
existing 
law 
which will be specifically recommend- 
ed to congre.ss in the board's forth- 
coming annual report, are: 


To remove the present 
restriction 
permitting a joint stock land bank to 
do business only in the .state where it 
is situated and one continiguous state. 


To permit a bank to issue bonds to 
the amount of twenty times its capital 
stock which must be $250.000 or more, 
in.stead of fifteen times as under ex- 
isting law; and 


To raise from six to six and a half 
per cent, the maximum interest rate 
which joint stock land and banks may 
charge on loans to farmers. 


All 
these amendments 
have 
been 
sought by the farm mortgage 
bank- 
ers association whose leaders predict- 
ed that a large proportion of the mem- 
bers would seek government charters 
and operate under supervision of the 
farm loan board if the modifications 
were made. 
Their plea to be allowed 
to use the name "national land bank" 
instead of "joint stock land bank" has 
not been received favorably by 
the 
board, for fear of confusing the pri- 
vate institutions with the government's 
twelve federal land banks. 


Joint stock land banks would still be 
compelled 
to limit interest rates on 
loans within one per cent more than 
the selling price of their bond.s, even 
though the maximum were raised to 
per cent. 
They also would have 
to compete with the federal land banks 
new rate of 5 ^ per cent. 
In a state- 
ment explaining the financial condition 
of the federal land banks the farm 
loan board said: 


"We are advised that the next move 
of those who are seeking to 
break 
down the system will be to institute a 
suit contesting the constitutionality of 
the f a r m loan act. The pufpose of this 
suit will be to alarm Investors 
who 
have already bought bonds and to dis- 
suade others f r o m buying them. 


"There Is not the slightest reason to 
fear It, however. 
The system is so 
strong, and its administration 
is of 
such 
p a r a m o u n t 
importance 
to 
the 
agricultural department of the coun- 
try that attacks on it are bound to fail. 
It is only proper, however, that this 
warning should be given in order that 
the f a r m e r s and all friends of the sys- 
tem should grasp the sinister purpose 
that Is behind these talks. 


Recent charges that the federal land 
banks are not self-supporting based on 
the boards application to congress for 
MI appropriation of $100,000,000 a year 
tor this year and next, with which the 
t r w a u r y might absorb any farm loan 
%onds not sold privately, were met by 
expUnation that the average impair- 
ment of the $750/XX) Mpital with which 
each bank atart^ «ix aumtha. 


amounts to six per cent, or $46,000 each. 
This is more than counterbalanced by 
farm loan associations, subscriptions to 
additional stock amounting to more than 
$1,500,000 or about $126,000 for each 
bank. 


Actual capital of all banks consequent- 
ly is about $10,000,000 or $1,000,000 more 
than their original capital, provided by 
the goverimient.

Expert Makes Estimates to 
Relief Committee as to 
the Damage. 


Halifax, Dec. 24.—Fiften hundred 
killed and 4,000 seriously injured, 20.- 
000 homeless, and total property loss 
amounting"to $50,000,000 was the esti- 
mate today of destruction and damage 
caused by the explosion of the muni- 
tion ship Mont Blanc on Dec. 6, which 
wrecked and burned an area of two 
and a haif square miles in the north 
end of Halifax. 


The estimate was prepared and sub- 
mitted to the general relief eommittre 
by Judge Wingfield, an expert, who 
made a detailed examination. 
The fig- 
iire.s, while not accepted as fatal, were 
regarded by the committee as conserv- 
ative. . 


"Tlie value of homes destroyed or 
damaged beyond repair," Wingfield's 
report stated, "will not be less than 
$7,000,000. 
The 
damage 
to 
homes 
that can be repaired plus the value of 
furniture and personal effects lost will 
reach $8.000.000. 
Damage 
to 
civic 
and provincial, military, naval, church, 
institutional and industrial 
property 
was $25.000,000. 


"These figures show a total property 
loss of $40,000,000. but at present they 
are only estimates of a tentative char- 
acter and in any event do not cover 
so-called replacement value. 


"To this must be added the cost of 
temporary shelter and relief for at 
least six months. 
A low estimate for 
work this would be $5,000,000. 
Then 
the matter of compensation or annui- 
ties to those permanently disabled and 
to families deprived of their means of 
support will certainly require another 
$5,000,000. 
Summing up, a total of 
not less than $50,000,000 will be re- 
quired to cover all losses here." 
America to Render Service. 


WasJjijigton, i)er. 24—As a_ result of 
the Halifax disaster which crippled the 
port facilities there the Briti.sh govern- 
ment has agreed that neutral vessels 
bound for this side of the Atlantic for 
Europe shall be examined at American 
ports by American customs collectors 
and given certificates which will entitle 
them to unmolested passage through the 
war zones. Thi.« privilege is only tem- 
porary, however, and when Halifax is 
ready again to tran.sact bu.sines.s, exam- 
ioation of neutral ships will be resumed 
there.

Contract steel .ships, 527 of 3.638,400 
tons, four per cent completed. 


The percentage of completion a«' 
given does not take into account tha 
construction 
of new ship yards in 
which many of the vessels will b® 
built or work done toward obtaining 
engines, boiler.«» and other equipment. 


Of 379 wood hulls contracted for 
keels have been laid for 166, of which" 
130 were laid down in yards which did 
not exist when the contracts were let. 
The wooden hulls were ordered from 
72 yards, of which 51 have been built 
from the ground up since tH© con- 
tracts were let. 
The percentage 
of 
completion of wooden hulls, flguringr 
on the entire program, which included 
hulls on which construction has not 
started, is 9 per cent.

5 8 composite ships for .whicjh 
contracts were let keels have been laid 
for 12.

Child Descended in 5 Direct Lines From John 
I 


T really didn't make a lot of dif- 
fer^ce to little Fern Sapping- 
toniiof St. Louis, just who was 
givinur thait thrillingly 
big 
party to 
which she was invited on the 29th of 
the past month or even why they were 
giving it. r The most significant detail 
of the e v ^ t was that she had all the 
ice cream she could comfortably dis- 
pose of and "a dreat big lot of chil- 
dren to play wif." 


That F ^ n was hoisted to the shoul- 
ders o f l h e 
tallest man 
there to be 
looked at by 300 assembled guests and 
applauded and praised, was a moment 
of glory ;wholly agreeable to the 5- 
year-old miss, but the reason for the 
singular honor did not in the least 
concern her pretty little golden head. 


Experience had profited her but lit- 
tle, though of one thing she is possi- 
tive that is her name is Fern Sart>ing- 
tpn. It seemed to be the surname that 
gave her prisstige among the throng 
of guests, though she could see no rea- 
son Why "Sappington" 
should cause 
any comment 
and she frankly con- 
fessed, in effect, that she agreed with 
Juliet in her theory of the nothing- 
ness in a name, and that pleasantness 
or unpleasantness of intonation has no 
relation to the olfactory nerve. 


"Sappiifgtpn" indeed was the feature 
that distinguished Fern from the rest 
of the guests at that "big party." Not 
that there were no other Sappingtons 
present. fThe little girl just has signal 
claim to :^hat name. 


The party at which there was su.ch 
an abundance of iced cream and chil- 
dren was' an old-fashioned 
gathering 
of an ancient clan. Under the roof of 
the United Itoilways Hall there began 
to assemble 
at 
noon 
the sons and 
daughters, and these sons' sons and 
daughters' daughters of some of Amer- 
ica's 
staunchest 
pioneers 
and 
St. 
Louis' most dauntless settlers. 
There 
were 2,000 who might 
have claimed 
¡eligibility to that clan, but those 2,000 
were scattered about the country, some 
far from their pioneer fathers' chosen 
s^te, and so those who could came to 
Join hands with kin and mingle with 
the people through whose veins ran 
the blood common to all. 


Commnnion Among Kin. 


It was an assemblage uncommon to 
the social 
order of today, 
when the 
course of life runs too swiftly to per- 
mit of the old communion among kin. 
Nowadays 
one does 
not 
trouble to 
"look up one's kinfolks," and, indeed, 
there is more often that tendency to- 
ward 
subduing 
them 
in 
the back- 
ground, for multitudes of relatives are 
- ^ o longer 
fashionable 
in 
the same 
sense they were two or three genera- 
tions ago. 


,Ajnong the men at that family re- 
union there was a marked absence of 
tte millionaire, 
the 
speculator, 
the 
broker, but few had done any plung- 
ing, 
and few were 
rich 
in worldly 
means. 
There was 
that 
quality of 
solidity amongst them all that spoke 
through the veins of the men to whom 
the very gathering itself was a tribute. 


Many of the clan met for the first 
time and it was 
with no mean pride 
that babies were held aloft and girls 
and boys were stood in line to be re- 
xnarlced upon at the likeness to some 
venerable 
head of the 
family. 
The 
worthy traits 
of 
the 
men-children 
were 
exploited 
and 
the 
thrift and 
homely virtues of the girls were prais- 
ed before their gratified 
possessors. 
There were 
as many 
interested ears 
listehing to various phases of "family 
history" as ever were gathered to de- 
light the "family historian," which no 
clan is without. 


Now and 
again 
one 
would hear: 
"Lindsay is certainly the image of his 
great-great uncle, Lindsay Long, for 
whom he was named, and I am sure he 
must inherit his taste for architecture 
froni that source, for he plays with his 
ftloeks from morning until night and 
builds 
the 
cleverest 
things 
out of 
them." 


Anothei; will claim that James really 
<^nnot 
be blamed 
for 
his youthful 
habit of running away, since he came 
directly 
from that 
gentleman, Capt. 
James Mackay, whose love of explor- 
ing led him to cross the Mississippi 
river before any of his English-speak- 
ing compatriots, and set him on a fu- 
tile quest of the South Sea in Missouri 
and the Rockies. 


It was 
such names as Sappington 
and Mackay and Long and the things 
for which these names stand that in- 
spired the gathering of the clan. 
Monument to Pathfinder. 


That these names will live, has been 
made an assurance by the Daughters 


• ol 1812, who have erected a monument 
to their valor. This monument is cast 
in the form of two bronze tablets, on 
ohe of which is inscribed a tribute in 


• bas relief, 
to the "Pathfinders 
Who 
Won the West," on the other the "Roll 
of Fame." 
These tablets hang In the 
Jefferson Memorial in St. Louis, a wit- 
-liMli to the deeds of valor and bravery 
of those men whose great vision saw 
In our Western country the possibility 
Of an earthly elysium, and were cour- 


ageous enough to do their part in mak- 
ing that elysium a reality. 


There are but 111 names on the (ab- 
let, names of men 
who 
came to St 
Louis 
before the 
year 1826, and • 
that number, six of the inscribed i:i 
neers are the forefàtheré of the chr 
whose celebration commemorated tho 
deeds. 
It was in anticipation of th 
hanging of these tablets that the fan; 
ily convened at this time, to meet ano 
know those of common blood. 


Each name that has been engravcc. 
upon the 
tablet of bronze 
has bcc;i 
validated by the Society of the Daugh- 
ters of 1812, and the history of each 
name, the marriage, the descendants, 
and all the deeds worthy of recording 
has been written upon parchment and 
incased- 
in 
brass 
cylinder-cartons, 
sealed and deposited in the archives 
of Jefferson Memorial in Forest Park. 
The 
contents of these 
cylinders are 
likewise a tribute to the family his- 
torian, whose efforts to write an hon- 
est and accurate history of each name 
required 
months 
of 
research 
and 
study. 


The honor belonging to the historian 
of the names of John Sappington, Wil- 
liam Lindsay Long, Lawrence Long, 
John Long, Capt. James Mackay and 
James Wilton Thomas belong to the 
two descendants of all of these pio- 
neers. 
Mrs. Fannie Long Walsh 
and 
Mrs. lona Berry Wilson, 
the 
great- 
great-granddaughters of 
Capt. 
John 
Long, 


These women have more names in- 
scribed upon the bronze 
tablet than 
any other pioneer descendant, and it 
is with just pride that 
they devoted 
eighteen months to recording the his- 
tories of their ancestors, who were of 
such great significance in the builamg 
of St. Louis and the surrounding coun- 
try. 


Romance o? the Wilderness. 


Each history is a romance such as 
Sir Walter Scott delighted to narrate. 
A romance of thrilling combats with 
the redmen whose chiefs were gods of 
the rivers and woods and plains; of 
struggles 
with 
inclement 
elements 
when the only shelter was a canvas- 
covered wagon; 
of 
seemingly insur- 
mountable difficulties presented by the 
topography of the land; of loves that 
grew, stanch and pure, by virtue of 
the struggle 
common 
to all. 
Each 
romance, pent up in a brass cylinder, 
awaits but to be opened by the remote 
peoples of the future to be devoured 
with eager thirst for the archaic, and 
retold in a language that shall be the 
outgrowth of the merging of all race 
color—a reversion from Babel to the 
original tongue. 


It was in 1795 when St. Louis 
still 
hoisted the tricolor over her garrisons 
that Capt. John Mackay, the first of 
the clan to set foot on Missouri soil, 
came to help in the building of the fu- 
ture metropolis of the Middle West. 


His title 
was acquired during the 
Revolutionary war, when he came from 
the Highlands of Scotland to lead a 
North Carolina troop in our splendid 
fight for freedom. 
Mackay was still 
in the sprightly 30s when he made his 
way West of the Mississippi and was 
full of the ambition for romance, both 
in the conquest of discovery and the 
conquest of hearts, 
for he sought to 


find the South Sea somewhere In Mis- 
souri or in the Rockies, hunting North 
and West for that body of sun-warmed 
water, but he only came back to dis- 
cover a Southern 
beauty. 
Miss Isa- 
bella Long, for whom he was content 
to abandon 
his youthful 
ambition to 
find the South 
Sea in 
America, and 
settle in a log cabin somewhere in the 
Mississippi Valley river botj,om. 


He was 
the first English-speaking 
man 
to cross the Father of Waters, 
but the French and Spanish 
tongue, 
which alone was heard in this country 
at the time, held no mystery for him. 
Mackay had received a liberal educa- 
tion 
in 
his 
youth and 
French and 
Spanish were as well known to him as 
his native language. 


Was Acting Governor. 


The gallant captain was as fond of 
politics 
as he was 
of discovery and 
took an active part in the making of 
early Missouri laws. Although he nev- 
er reached the distinction of becoming 
governor, he 'sat 
in the governor's 
ch^ir during an absence of that leader, 
and acted in the place of Zeno Tru- 
deau, governor of the Louisiana Terri- 
tory. 


In the year following the arrival of 
Mackay, 
there came to St. 
Louis in 
1796 Capt. John Long, the charming 
daughter of whom was soon to put an 


end to the wandering of the conquest- 
lovîng young officer and adventurer. 


Capt. 
Long 
was 
a 
blue-blooded 
American, 
"a 
Virginia 
gentleman, 
suh!" 
He was born in that state in 
1755, and doubtless 
it was the nat- 
ural suggestion of the chief produce of 
his 
state that inspired 
him to com- 
mand a vessel plying through Atlantic 
waters from Virginia to Liverpool with 
cargoes of tobacco, and to coach the 
Englishman in the use of the smoking 
weed. 
Long was twice eligible to the 
title "Captain," first having acquired 
it on the sea, 
being 
captain 
of his 
craft for five years, and again when 
he helped to steer the course of the 
revolutionary war. 


Elizabeth 
Bennett of Wales agreed 
to perpetuate 
hi» line, 
and, by her. 
Long had two sons, whose names are 
beside his own on the Roll of Fame, 
and a third, whose early death at the 
hands of the Indians, cut short his am- 
bitions to help in the building of St. 
Louis. 


It was the old captain who begat the 
father of the father of the father of 
Mrs. Walsh and Mrs. Wilson, whose 
romantic 
accounts 
of their 
great 
grandsîre is now burled in the archives 
of historical Jefferson Memorial. 


Lindsay Long, like his 
father, was 
wedded to war and water before he re- 


nounced them to 
. 
izabeth Sap- 
pington, 
who 
cauic ;u a later date. 
Lindsay fought valiantly in the war of 
1812 against the red foe. whose de- 
termination to thwart the pale-faced 
invader was brought 
to such a san- 
guinary conclusion. 
Previous to his 
warrior career, Lindsay built, in 1807 
that historic manse, "White 
Haven," 
where Gen. Grant courted 
and mar- 
ried his chosen one—Julia Dent. 
The 
old 
house 
still stands 
near 
Gen. 
Grant's own cabin, out on the Gravois 
road, and no doubt, but that the gen- 
eral found it conveniently situated to 
his ardent heart, for many a path was 
trodden between 
the cabin 
and the 
manse before the marriage day joined 
the two. 


The First Iron THall. 


"White Haven" was built with wood- 
en spikes 
in the place 
of the more 
modern nails of steel, but, later, Lind- 
say Long built a house for himself, in 
which he drove the first iron nail to 
come 
into use in the 
country. 
He 
fashioned them 
himself 
out of the 
metal in a crude, 
square 
shape, but 
they were found far more satisfactory, 


'SÂP/wst^ 
fTffén» STjrser 


and his nail 
business 
might 
have 
brought him a fortune had he not pre- 
ferred to explore rather than- sit at a 
trade. 


His explorations profited 
him and 
the county much, for it was he- who 
first went across the Meramec river, 
in 1818, and there, 
on an agreeable 
site surveyed and laid out the town of 
Fenton, which he named in honor of 
his grandmother, Elizabeth Fenton, of 
the earl's illustrious family. 


Lawrence Long, another son of the 
Capt. John, wandered somewhat aw^^y 
from the Mississippi, pushing still fur- 
ther West, until he was halted by the 
Missouri river. 
There, on its banks, 
he was content to settle ,and built up 
around him the town of Chesterfield, 
twenty-flve miles out on what is now 
the Olive Street road. 
Lawrence was 
wise enough to see the possibilities of 
making the river do his work, and so 
he it was who 
had the first lumber 
mills in Missouri, from which came the 
level boards that supplanted the old 
logs in the first St. Louis homes and 
shops. 
Lawrence also built up a fur- 
niture 
business, 
which outgrew his 


capacity for production. 


From these pioneer men of fighting 
nnd warrior-like spirits, there still is- 
. ::es fighting blood. 
In this war for 
lemocracy 
there are 
many descend- 
'its of the old Captain of the Revolu- 
on and his 
sons of 1812, 
and his 
randsons of the civil 
war. 
Among 
hem are Will Slater of Ferguson, Mo., 
who is in the rank and file of the Fifth 
regiment. Another is Edgar Ferguson 
of Webster Groves, 
who is flying in 
the Aviation Corps, and his twin sister. 
Miss Edith Ferguson, who has sought 
her work in France under the symbol 
of the Red Cross. Arthur Long of De- 
fiance, Mo., has also shown his ances« 
tral blood in the "Fighting Fifth." 


Another 
of the clan 
came to St. 
Louis in 1805. 
It was John Sapping- 
ton; and, 
unwilling that 
his name 
should die, he brought with him seven- 
teen children to carry it on. 


Sappington was 
born in Maryland, 
but he pledged his allegiance to Ken- 
tucky, where he married and reared 
a part of the seventeen who were to 
bear on his name. 


The lure of the Louisiana Territory 
must have 
been very 
strong in his 
veins—too strong to resist, in spite of 
his family, 
for one day. 
he told his 
wife to pack up the lares 
et penates 
while he went out to obtain 
hardy 
beasts and sturdy wagons. 
When he 
returned home with animals and can» 
vass-topped spring wagons, he bade 
his wife and their seventeen get in, and 
sought the land that had lured him to 
quit Lexington and find the wilderness. 


At the time Sappington arrived in 
St. Louis county there were but forty 
white families within that district. His 
greatest contribution to the state was 
to increase its population, for all of 
the children, under the invigorating in- 
nuence of the woods and open plains 
of Missouri's 
health-giving 
country, 
lived to a marriageable age, and not 
a one but who found 
a life compan- 
ion and reared families that upheld his 
own parents' ideals. 


Most of these Sappingtons remained 
in Missouri, 
content with their far- 
sighted father's choice. 


As there must be a politician ana a 
preacher in every family, so there was 
in that 
sf John-the-father-of-the-sev- 
enteen. It was John, Jr., who followed 
his father's tendency to engage in pol- 
itics (the father had been a member of 
the Madison County House before quit- 
ting his home 
state). 
He was best 
known by the country people of tne 
surrounding coimty as "Uncle Jack" 
Sappington, and, aside from his ambi- 
.tions as a political leader, he had some 
very sane ideas regarding farming. 


"Uncle Jack" will be remembered by 
the sons of venerable farmers as hav- 
ing the 
first 
sanitary farm in this 
state. He showed the people about SU 
Louis how to farm to the best advan- 
tage, while his brother Thomas, car- 
ried on the plan by installing the first 
flour mill in the county. Coarse bread 
was no longer a necessity 
when the 
scientific farmer. Uncle Jack, imd his 
miller-brother Tom began their Opera- 
tions in Missouri. 


It was but a few years after his ar- 
rival in St. Louis 
that 
Sappington s 
wife passed away, and when she was 
buried the old pioneer sat at her grave 
all day and set watch at night because 
he feared that the Indians would dis- 
inter her body and scalp it, such were 
the practiced 
outrage's of the times. 
The graveyard in which many of the 
members 
of 
the 
Sappington family 
were buried still remains on the Gra- 
vois road, awaiting others of the clan 
that shall be put to rest therein from 
year to year. 


It was from John Sappington, the 
loyal pathfinder of the Middle West,' 
that the 
line descended 
to the little 
girl, Fern Sappington. who was raised 
aloft for the many kinsmen to see at 
that family gathering last month. Her 
generic history 'is a remarkable one.

MWEAMRFOIIECAST 


Immense Losses Can be in 
Part Prevented, Says an 
Aggie Bulletin. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
24.—Immense 
losses of food products, occasioned by 
freezing and other injurious weather 
conditions, occur annually that may, 
^ t h 
proper precaution, be avoided. 
This is especially true of shipments 
by rail during the winter season. The 
weather bureau issues forecasts dally, 
and special warnings as occasion de- 
mands, giving information of expected 
weather conditions, including frosts, 
cold waves, high winds, and heavy 
rains or snows. 
During the winter 
season. ofCicials in charge of nearly 
•,11 w e a k e r bureau stations issue daily 
what are known as "shippers' fore- 
casts," giving the minimum tempera- 
. ture expected to occur within a ship- 
ping radius of from 24 to 36 hours 
from the station. 
These forecasts are 
published on postal cards, and will be 
malted to shippers on application to 
'the nearest weather 
bureau 
oiCice. 
Careful watch of these forecasts and 
Wftmlngs will often enable the ship- 
per« to avoid losses, either by ex- 
pediting or delaying 
shipments or 
taking extra 
precautions to protect 
goods from injury. 
More definite in- 
formation as to expected 
conditions 
may be obtained by calling up the 
weather bureau office. No shipment 
of considerable length should be made 
without first ascertaining the expected 
conditions over the route. 
The oc- 
casion demands the utmost care to 
prevent losses of food not only as a 
matter of self-interest but as a patrio- 
tic duty. 
Watch the weather fore- 
oasts.

$200,000,000 Needed to 


Make Approved Loans 


St. Paul, Minn., Dec. '24.—Unless 


congress extends the credit of the 
government to the amount o£ $200,- 
000,000 to the federal land banks the 
farmers of the country face absolute 
need, accoi'ding to a statement issued 
today by E. G. Quamme, federal man- 
ager of the land bank of St. Paul. 
Difficulty in disposing of bonds based 
on the farm mortgages has resulted in' 
a lack of money in the banks, Mr. 
Quamme said, tsating that $100.000,- 
000 is needed at once to pay approved 
loans and the other J100,000,000 to 
provide a revolving fund to handle 
loans during the war. • The St. Paul 
bank, which Mr. Quamnie says does 
more active business than any of. the 


amounts to six per cent, or $46.000 each. 
This is moro than counterbalanced by 
farm loan associations, subscriptions to 
additional stock amounting to more than 
$1,500,000 or about $125,000 for each 
bank. 


Actual capital of all banks consequent- 


ly is about $10,000,000 or $1,000,000 more 
tliau their original capital, provided by 
the government. 


Moreover, says the board's statement, 


the volume of loans to farmers is in- 
creasing so rapidly that "several of the 
more active banks, if permitted to con- 
tinue their present rate of growth, will 
be able to begin the repayment of the 
government subscriptions to their stock 
inside of eighteen, months."

'arm loan board announced today thiit 
t advocates amendments to tho farm 
loan net under which m;my private 
farm mortgage bankers may enter the 
government system ns joint stock land 
banks. 
At the same time the board 


also gave warning that it expects in- 
terests seeking to break down thn sys- 
tem to file a suit soon to test the con- 
stitutionality of the art. 


Amendments to thn existing law 


which will be specillrally recommend- 
ed to congress in the board's forth- 
coming annual report, are: 


To remove tho present restriction 


permitting n. joint stork land bnnk to 
do business only in the state whcro it 
is situated ;ind one contlniguous state. 


To permit a bank to ismic bonds to 


the amount of twenty times its capital 
stock which must be $250,000 or more, 
instead of fifteen times as under ex- 
isting law; and 


To raise from six to six and a half 


per cent, the'maximum interest rate 
which joint stock land and banks may 
chiirge on loans to farmers. 


All these amendments have been 


sought by the farm mortgage bank- 
era association whose leaders predict- 
ed that a large proportion of thn mem- 
bora would seek government charters 
and operate under supervision of the 
farm loan board if the modification? 
were made. 
Their plea to be allowed 


to use the name "national land bank' 
instead of "joint stock land bank" has 
not been received favorably by the 
board, for fear of confusing; the pri- 
vate institutions with the government's 
twelve federal land banks. 


.loint stock land banks would still be 


compelled to limit Interest rates on 
loans within one per cent more than 
tho selling price of their bonds, oven 
though tiic maximum were raised to 
6 Vt per cent. They also would have 
to compete with the federal land banks 
new rate of R Vj per cent. In a state- 
ment explaining thn financial condition 
of tho federal land banks the farm 
loan board said: 


"We are advised that the next move 


of those who arc seeking to break 
down the system will be to institute a 
suit contesting the constitutionality of 
the farm loan act. The purpose of this 
suit will be to alarm Investors who 
have already bought bonds and to dis- 
suade others from buying them. 


"There is not the slightest reason to 


fear it, however. 
Tho system Is so 


strong, and its administration Is of 
such paramount Importance to tho 
agricultural department of the coun- 
try that attacks on it are bound to fail. 
It Is only proper, however, that this 
•warning should be given In order that 
tho farmer* and all friends of the sys- 
tem should grasp the sinister pus pose 
that Is behind these talks.
